A Serious Statement Made Against Dr. Hull 
—Crime Elsewhere. 


The Hw) Murder Inquest.

NEw Yor«K. June 26.—The Coraner to-day 
resumed the Hull murder inquest, and Bopes 
to bring ittoaclose in time to permit the 
grand jury, whose term expires Saturday, to 
present an indictment against Cox, the mur- 
derer. The pawnbrokers and police added a 
little under oath to the stories they have al- 
ready given = The room in which the 
inquest was held was crowded. Cox endeav- 
ored to avoid the gaze ef the people. 

CAPT. WILLIAMS TESTIFIED 
that some of the bandages had evidently been 
torn from the sheet onthe bed. Mrs. Hull’s 
elbows were tied with a 
stocking supporter, and all the 
bandages matched some part of the 
bed clothing or of Mrs. Hull’s garments, with 
the exception of the bandage over the eyes, 
which was a piece of old ironing cloth which 
had been used by the girl Nancy. There was no 
mark of violence on the body except a slight 
scratch by the side of the nose, alittle blood 
under one eye, and a slight abrasion on ope 
hand. The bandages on Mrs. Huil’s legs 
had been torn from the counterpane. One 
pillow was a little discolored. apparently by 
some liquid which had oozed from 
Mrs. Hull’s mouth. There was also a small 
spot ef blood upon it. The bandage. which 
had been torn from the ironing cloth, had 
originally been uscd by Nancy as 
a bandage on her own wrist, which 
she ha sprained. Mrs. Huil 
advised her to replace it by a flannel bandage, 
and when it was taken off it was left in Mrs. 
Huil’s room. Townsend, counsel for 
Dr. Hull’s family, asked Captain 
Williams if it was true, as 
reported, that aman had told him (witness) 
that Dr. Hull had consulted with him before 
the murder ia regard to committing the 


crime. 

Captain Williams replied that a man had 
said that Dr. Hull spoke to him, not about 
murdering Mrs. Hull, but*‘about¢ job of that 
kind.’’ The man was not present‘and he did 
not know his name.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—The Finance 
Committee this morning by a majority vote 
made several important amendments fn the 
House bill providing for the exchange of trade 
dollars for legaltender silver dollars, and de- 
cided that its further cons:deration should be 
postponed until next December, with the 
understanding, however, that the Dbilj 
and its amendments are then to be 
reported to the Senate as practicable. 
The principal amendment. adopted to-day 
provides that the exchange of legal dollars 
for trade dollars shall be made at the market 
value of the latter regarded as bullion, and 
not at par, as provided by the House. 

The committee also struck out tue 
House proviso that trade dollars 
recoined under this act shall 
not be countcd as part of the coinage of silver 
required by the aet of February 28, 1878. The 
vote on the question of adopting these amend- 
ments and also on postponing the report until 
next December- was as follows: Yeas— 
Messrs. Bayard, Kernan, Morrill and Ferry; 
nays—Messrs. Wallace. Voorhees and Beck.

Kindergarten.

Sundry Hard Raps at the State of 
Missouri. 


Second Day's Proceedings of the Missouri 
State Teachers’ Association. 


Exhibition at the Eads Kindergarten. 

The second day's proceedings of the 
eighteenth annual session of the Missouri State 
Teachers’ Association commenced this morn- 
ing with a visit tothe Eads School, where the 
kindergarten pupils are under the direction 
of Miss Susie Biow. At9a.m. punctually the 
excercises began. Theroom was overcrowded 
with visitors, who, notwithstanding the 
intense heat, bore ail bodily dis- 
comforts with patierce, so attractive was 
the exhibition. The exercises had been ar- 
ranged expressly with the object of entertaning 
the visiting members of the Mo. S.T.A. The 
pupils numbered over a hundred and came 
irom nearly some dozen schools,and had never 
gone through the exerc'ses together, so that it 
was a good test of the capabliities of the Froe- 
belian systcm. The pupils were first divided 
out around six fables, viz.: The gift table, 
where Miss Blow presided; the modeling 
table, presided over by Miss Dozier; the table 
where workin peas was going on, conducied 
by Miss Shawk; the folding table, Miss Dean ;

Morning Session, 

The morning session was called to order by 
President Dutcher, at Washington Univer- 
sity, shortly after 11 o’cleck. Mr. J. M. 
Greenwood, of Kansas, delivered an interest-

He commenced by defining the difference be- 
tween a normal institute and @ normal schoo!. 
Statistics proved that the average time teach 
ers followed their vocation was three 
years. He said Missouri had noth- 
ing to reportin the way of normal institutes 
tor the past or present year and prubabdly will 
not have for many yearsto come. He quoted 
statistics to show whut wus cone in Kansas in 
that respect. In Missouri, he continued, there 
are about ten thousand school drstricts; out of 
this number less than one hundred have any- 
thing more than the merest elementary course 
ot instruction; and alltold there are less than 
three hundred uwraded schools, and not to ex 
ceed thirty high schools in wie State. State 
Superintendent Shannon’s statistical report 
lust year was as tfoliows:

EDUCATION IN MISSOURI. 
After the discussion in the State Teach- 
s’ Association yesterday those who have 

been disposed to complain of the system er 
plan of publi -truction in this State may 
well ce hemselves that, with all 
isnot worse.

proof of their interest in the 
cause by attending the meetings, those who 
have the courage to stand up straight and 
speak out clearly, have no common agree- 
ment or opinion on any single: point con- 
nected with public instruction. Mr. Ham- 
ilton, who belongs to the advanced English 
school of laissez-faire political economists, 
thinks all education at public expense a 
form of charity. Mr. Soldan’ locks at edu- 
cation from a German Standpunkt. Mr, 
Woodward, who is a university man, wears 
university spectacles—very clear and good 
ones—and Mr. Laws, who ably manages 
the so-called State University, 
is most deeply interested in that system of 
education which leads directly up to the 
advanced course of the State University. 
All of these opinions are very valuable, 
and a great deal has been gained when gen- 
tlemen of such experience and 
ability get together and compare notes.

The department of public instruction is 
not the only one in which great incon- 
venience has arisen from hitching the city 
horse and country ox in the Same team, 
from laying down a rigid code expected to 
suit at once the dense, compact, nervous, 
exergetic half million of city people in St. 
Louis and the million and a half of sparsely 
scattered agricultural population of the 
State. The first thing to be done in discuss- 
ing any system of education is to separate 
the city from the State, to recognize that 
they are distinct entities and to treat them 
separately. Until we do this we are argu- 
ing at cross purposes; as soon as we do 
this the situation is clearly displayed 
and may be studied to better advantage. 
Then we see clearly faults, errors and 
omissions which are inexcusable, and which 
all educators would agree in removing. 

In the State we see a system of primary 
instruction at one end of the scale and a 
university at the other end, which have no 
necessary connection with each other, and 
scattered between them are a couple of 
normal schools which have no connection 
either with the university or the primary 


schools, The primary sghool system is

polation, snd “the face of the State 
Taxne may be business reasons why Mr. 


have to: before it can change much 
or greatly improve. The university repre- 
sents the straggle between the noble ambi- 
tion of the State Constitution and the sus- 
picion and niggardness of the legislative 
appropriation bill, but without any prepar- 
atory school it resembles a three-story 
house with a one-story staircase, and it is 
hard work climbing up to the highest story. 
The normal schools are wholly abnormal— 
as much out of place as a sandstone Cardiff 
P giant in a limestone quarry. To quote from 
Dante: ‘‘Non ragtoniam di lor ma guarda e 
passa.”’ Let us not say anything about 
them, but look and pass on. 

In the city we have a public schoel sys- 
tem which is admirably adapted to unfit the 
pupils for trades and not at all adapted to 
fit them for the culture of the university. 
The H'gi School crowns the edifice, but it 
is & crown of pinchbeck and tinsel, the 
feeble simulacrum of a finished education. 
To prove it, we need go no further than to 
say that after the High School comes 
what? Why, pedagogy. The High 
School, at its highest, is a preliminary to a 
course which would end in adegree of 
Bachelor of Pedagogics, if there were such 
a degree. In default of a degree, the fin- 
ished product of our elaborate system is 
qualified as assistant substitute to teach the 
alphabet on off days to the ex-kindergar- 
teners. Soothsaying Kiddle, evoke again 
the shade of Plato, and let us know what 
he thinks of a system of education which 
shrinks and contracts all the broad universe 
of learning to fitit to the narrow rut of 
pedagogy. But this is as far as public edu- 
cation goes in St. Louis, after having gone 
so far as to unfit its votary for a handicraft 
converting the sweat of his brow into a 
reproach and a disgrace. 

With two such systems mocking their as- 
pirations, there is much room for eminent 
educators to quarrel, but there more 
room for union and co-operation in secur- 
ing something better. What the some- 
thing betteris to be would exceed the lim- 
its of a newspaper article to tell. A great 
many reams of clean paper will be spoiled 
and a great many cubic feet of gas will be 
consumed in arriving at its conclusion, 
which will leave education in Missouri an 
organized, harmonious and _ systematic 
whole, with order, degree and relevancy

This isa fair index to the business of the 
spring of 1879, as compared with that of 
1878. Itshows an increase in the receipts of 
wheat, corn, flour, oats, barley, hay, high- 
wines, hams, meats, sheep and hogs.

The falling off is chiefly in wheat. so that 
the wheat must have gone East bythe rail- 
roads. This is not unnatural, when it is 
known that the railroads have been carrying 
grain East at ruinously low rates. When 
flour can be sent to New Yerkat 25 cents a 
barrel, it will ceziainly not be exported 
by the way of New Orleans. 
The same is true of wheat. 
St. Louis has looked with anxious eyes to the 
opening of the mouth of the Mississippi, so 
that a better outlet might be had for grain, but 
owing to the cutting of the railroads, the tide 
of grain shipments down the river has not yet 
set in. 

But to return to the fact of the city’s 
GRATIFYING INCREASE OF BUSINESS. 
This has been indicated by the healthy tone of 
the§ interviews with business men published 
yesterday andthe table of comparative re- 
ceipts given above, but the best evidence, and 
the evidence that is undeniable, is seen in the 
returns of the St. Louis Clearing-house.

city may merit the abuse heaped upon them 
by the press and the public; but ‘‘give the 
devil his due.’’ It is not just that insurance 
men as aciass should be denounced because 
some have been unfaithful. It isto be hoped 
that the dishonest ones have quit. Certainly 
there are good and honest men engaged in the 
business—men having proved faithful to the 
trust reposed in them. 

That the five life insurance companies re- 
ferred to in your issue of the 24th instant 
were badly managed, no one can deny. 
Reckless extravagance in the management of 
some of them wrought ruin. Indeed I am 
willing to admit there was considerable 
‘‘crookedness’’ in some cases. But let us 
inquire to what extent and by whom the pol- 
icy-holders of these companics have beea 
wronged. The Atlas Mutual through bad 
management became insolvent, and was re- 
insured in the St. Louis Mutual 
in 1871, having reported assets of 
$700,879 56, the St. Louis Mutual taking the 
Atlas’ assets and assuming its liabilities. 
Passing over the time to ist of January, 1874, 
we find from official reports the following 
as the assets and liabilities of the other com- 
panies:

charged as liability). During the year en- 
suing there was a great deal of *‘‘twisting’’

into other management under the name of 
Columbia Life Insurance Company—after re- 
tiring (?) $000,000 of its capital, the company

mé to snppose that, of allthe public men of 
that State, he would be the last whom a Dem- 
ocracy, true to their principles, would put for 

ward astheir representative. You make no 
denial of any of the tacts ot his history to which 


I have referred, and which,you ouglt to know, 

if truly set torth, constitute the only just basis 

on whieh bis character shouldrest. Instead of 

this you refer to your ‘‘long fiiendship anda 

of intimacy with him 

war,’’ as c~ ‘agen you 

opinion of his character 

quite different from that entertained by me, 

and you seem to think this sufficient to over- 

turnthe grave charges which I have made 
against him. 

s your standing so elevated above that of 
the rest of mankind that any man who has had 
the good fortune te enjoy your friendship and 
intimacy is to stand acquitted of crime,regard- 
less of admitted tacts which logically establish 
his guilt? Ithink, at least, that there is no 
article in our Democratic creed in pursuance 
ot which such an elevation can be awarded to 
you any more than to ine, humble as I may be. 
As an early associate with Ewingin a political 
creed which recognized no rights guaranteed 
by then existing constitutions and laws, your 
triendship tor and intimacy with him was quite 
natural. His merciless and intamous edict 
was but the consummation of the policy inau- 
gurated by the notorious Col. Jennison, whom 
you eulogized and defended, but who, on ac- 
count of his crimes, was mustered out of the 
military service of the U. 5., his neering out 
dating from his mustering in. soth 
you aud I professed devotion to the Federal 
Union at the beginning of the war, but we 
soon became as far apart as the poles. 

l early enlistedin the Federal army under the 
solemn pledge made by our government that 
the ‘‘war was not waged on our part for any 
purpose of conquest nor subjugation, nor of in- 
terference with the domestic institutions of any 
ofthe States, but solely to maintain the Con- 
stitution, with all the rigkts, equality and dig- 
nity ofthe several States unimpaired.’’ 

Linsisted that the Constitution was the only 
legai ligament which bound together our fami- 
ly of States, andI inthe army. and you inthe 
Senate, pledged ourselves, under tue solemn 
obligations of an oath, to its support. I re- 
mained taithful to my obligations thus as- 
sumed, while you repudiated and abandoned 
yours. In your place in the Senate you de- 
nounced the Union existing under the Uuonsti- 
tution as ‘‘the Unionof the past,’’ tor which 
nobody cared, and as ‘‘fraught with the seeds 
of destruction, humiliation and  disap- 
pointment.’’ ‘ou arraigned it in 
terms far more sweeping and 8e- 
vere than those which were huried, in 
our Declaration of Independence, against 
the tvranny of Great Britain, declaring that 
during the long periuvd of seventy-five years it 
had made ‘‘ours the worst governed country 
on the face of the gliobe.’’ You scouted the 
idea ofa union and secession party existing, 
affirming that ‘‘the only parties in our country 
were the Radical and Conservative parties.’’ 
As the eloquent leader ofthe former you urged 
an utter disreyard of all Consiitutional limita- 
tions of authority and denounced the adinin- 
istration of President Lincoln as ‘‘seeking to 
connect itself with whatever is Conservative in 
the Iand to secure a re-election,’’ and ‘’its 
announced policies’’ as *‘those of amnesty tor 
rebels, war and repulsion for Radicals.’’ You 
stigmatized ‘‘its accredited spokesmen’’ as 
‘*the revilers of ail that treedom has accom- 
plished, and the traducers of ail the advance 
men of this age,’’ and charged it with veing 
‘‘dragged into frecdom policies and never 
there through outspoken conviction.’’ 

Accepting vour language as even 
tincturcd sith trath, the necessary 
inference theretrrom would be that we inher- 
ited from our patriotic sires a Governinent 
more odious than any that fette:rs the king- 
governed people ot Europe or the enslaved 
subjects of the Ottoman Empire: and that, 
through the dark and stormy period of our re- 
cent history, which called for the highest exer- 
cise ef justice, wisdom, patriotism and cour- 
age, we were cursed with an Administration 
characterized by every quality that was weak, 
selfisb, hypocritical and vile. 

You were evidently in favorof razing the 
foundations of the Government which you 
were under oath to support, and erecting in its 
not 
based upon African slavery, to be sre, but 
propped bythe bayonet, and the votes of freed 
slaves, Which you expected to secure by d1- 
viding among tnem the confiscated lands ot 
fhe South. You zealously urged sneh confis- 
cation and such division asthe only means by 
which the freedom of the slave could ve 
made anything but a name, or elevated 
above the peonage of Mexicoorthe vassaiage 
just abolished in Russia. You prociaimed that 
the war between our Union and the Confedcer- 
acy was ‘*but anirrepressible conflict between 
anationto be saved anda government to be 
damned.’’ You were for revolution, whilethe 
Contederates wire only for secession. You 
were for disrevurding allthe limitations im- 
posed by our Constitution and laws, and ull 
the obligations imposed by official oaths. If 
we areto accept your language as meaning 
anything, the offspring oi your profound wis- 
dom, which was to take the place of the ‘*gov 
erninent to be damned,’”’ was tobca govern- 
ment with ‘‘God in its Consititution,’’ and the 
old Puritan creed embodied inits laws. The 
inspiration which was to fit you for this great 
work was to come from ‘‘the pulpit which 
preaches politics,’’ and notfromthe wisdom 
of statesmen derived from experience, nor the 
teachbingsoftthe Divine Mas‘er, whose kingdom 
is not ofthis world. Ihave thus, my dear sir, 
felt called npontoe refertothese notable ‘‘by- 
genes’’ of your remarkable history. You 
ought to know, however, that, ‘‘by-gones’’ 
as they are, they cannot be 
forgotten until the radicalism which they ex- 
hibit shall have applied the torch te our 

and libraries, and. involved = their 


if there were even rebel utterances more 
vituperative of our Government and its ad- 
ministration, during the war, than are con- 
tained in these extracts from your rhetorical 
efforts before a listening Senate, they have es- 
caped iny observation. 

Although, sotar as relatesto them, you are 
entitled to the leniency recognized in our hu- 
mune laws, which exempt frem prosecution 
certain offenses which are mellowed by time, 
no such plea can Le urged in cxtenuation cf 
your present affiliation with the eulogists of 
highwaymen andthe plunderers ot our State 
Treasury—with wen who urged the suppres- 
sion of truth and who frame falsehoods in or- 
derto whitewash old criminals so as to make 
them fit toreceive nominations from our 
time-honored Democratic party; and also with 
that worthy successorof yours in the Uniteu 
States Senate, who has habitually ridiculed 
those citizens begotten by your policy and 
born of the Fifteenth Amendment, as scarce 
one degree in advance of the monkey tribe ° 
which sports in the forests of their ancestors. 

I venture in ali modesty to submit that these 
matters, which give character to your history, 
including your early indorsement of the dia- 
bolical policy which desolated our border 
countics, and drove from their rightful homes 
twenty-six thousand ot our people, of every 
age dnd condition, are not such as should make 
your were ‘‘friendship’’ and ‘‘intimacy’’ with 
the hero of the memorable achievement sufii- 
cient to revut the uncontradicted charzes 
which Lhave presented against him, and on 
the truth of which I have staked alike my char- 
ucter and property. I really think it would 
better become a gentieman, enjoying the bene- 
fit of your record, either to assume the respon- 
sibility of denying the truth of my statements, 
affecting his character, or remain silent upoa 
the subject. 

Your plea that his order was a military urg- 
ency, Or military necessitv, was fuliv met by 
me when advanced by Gen. Schoticid, more 
than two years ago. Quantrell and bis 
band had left the State before tne order was 
issucd, leaving but few Confeder. e marauders 
behind him. 

_These and the Jaylhawkers and Redlegs of 
Kansas were the only enemies to whose rapuaci- 
ty Our unarmed people were exposed. His 
troops outnumbered the former at least twenty 
to ene. The latter he kept under his protec- 
tion and patronage, and enriched them upon 
the spoils taken from the people whom it was 
his duty to protect. If an imperious urgency 
ora mulitary necessity, as you assert, called 
for such a measure, why did not you, in your 
place in the Senate. demand that the Govern- 
ment should not allowits immense cost tu be 
berne by the innocent people whom it ruined? 
For what were you in the United States Senate, 
if not te represent and protect tue interesé of 
the people of your own State? 

You say that *‘if the advocates of a policy of 
reconciiiation,’’ tor which you credit me with 
having ‘‘ been distinguished,’’ *‘and ot Democ- 
racy,’’ in which vou grant thatI have ‘‘been 
equally pronounced,’’ insist that bDy-gones 
shall be by-gones, why shail not crimination 
cease against those who have worn the biue 
equally with such as have donned the gray.’’ 
Most certainly it should cease as much aguinst 
the former asthe latter. Butam I arraigning 
Gen. Ewing tor wearing the bilueany more thau 
lam arraigning Confederate generals who wore 
the gray. Such sophistry should be beneath 
you, especially asit showsthe desperate strait 
to which you are reduced in your effort to 
whitewash the blurred character of a criminal, 
in order that he may be used as an instrument 
to disgrace the great party inauguratel by 
Jefferson and honored by the leadership of 
such men as Jackson, Benton and Douglass. 

In urging the full restoration to all the rights 
of citizenship ofthe sincere and honest men 
who wore the gray, I certainly never supposed 
that I was committing inyself to the support for 

»ublic office of men, whether wearing the 

lue or the gray, who availed themselves of 
the license growing out of civil war to perpet- 
uate outrages such as shoulda shock the moral 
sense even of savages trained to barbarity. 

In assigning me a distinguished place among 
the advocates of conciliation (or rather recon- 
ciliation) and Democracy, you do me no more 
than justice. But the reconciliation for which 
I have pleaded is that which should take place 
between the true, the honest and nobie sons of 
the North and South—between the heroes ot 
both armies, whose escutcheonus are not blurred 
with deeds of infamy. 

I desire a reconciliation which will array the 
intelligence of the nation against oppression in 
every form, and in favor of law, order and 
peace. Such a noble end cannot be accom. 
plished by discarding the best men of our coun- 
try and ag | to the highest official posi- 
tions those who have abused the power with 
which they have been entrusted, by doing 
violence to every principle which must 
form the basis of the fraternity which 
good men throughout our country wish to see 
established. Ihuve never advocated a con- 
ciliation which harmonizes honesty with ras- 
eality, truth with falsehood, and which places 
highway robbers and perjured officials on a 
level with, or above, those whose integrity has 
stood the test of every temptation which 
avarice or ambition could suggest.

As to ‘‘by-gones,’’ I could not if I would 
make them anythingelse. While it becomes 
men like yourself and Gen. Ewing to urge for- 
getfuiness ot the past, in which they acted a 
Part not consonant with their present interest, 
no honest nan who wore either the blue or the 
gray will ever desire to have a single page of 
history expunged. 

But, sir, Gen. Ewing is alone responsible for 
the revival ofthe discussion relating to his 
military career by recently attempting its de- 
tense by means aninfamous as the career. Af- 
ter a Javse of fourteen years he procured a let- 
tér from Gen. Schofield, which he published in 
his defense, and by so doing made its state- 
ments his own. He therein avers that hia 
‘*‘order’’ ‘‘was an act of wisdom, courage and 
humanity, by which the lives of bundreds of 
innocent people were saved, and a disgraceful 
conflict brouzghttoasummary close. Not a 
life was lost nor any great discomfort inflicted 
in carrying out the order. The ne- 
cessities of all the poor were 
provided to1 and none were allowed to sut- 
fer.’’ Now, sir, every statement embiaced in 
the above extract is 4 wicked, 
deliberate and even satanic falsehood, 
such as should sink both Ewing and Schofield 
beneath the contempt of ali honorable men. 

You represent me as having g3gaid to you,in 
my studio, that ‘‘what constituted the grag 
atrocity of the order was that it forced Union 
tumilies as well as rebel families to leave their 
homes.’’ You would have done more justice, 
both to myself and truth, bad you queted me 
fully. Isaidto you, as I say wheneverl re- 
cite the atrocities of the infamous mandate, 
that its diabolical features were exhibited in 
the fuct that it was not directed against rebels 
or bushwhackers, nor against any persons 
charged with crime, but against all per- 
sons who were so unfortunate as to reside 
within the doomed district. That it spared 
neither age, sex, character nor condition. 
That it operated uffona people who had voted

That the effects of the inhabitants 
of every description, filling long train; ot wag- 
ons, extending for miles over the prairies, were 
surrendered tothe worst class oe! the popula- 
tion of Kansas, stripping women and children 
of necessary clothing and compelling them to 
trudge bare-headed and bare-footed through 
the uust an’ heat of the most seorcking seas- 
onof the year. These, sir, Were the atroci- 
ties which you saw pertravyed on my canvas, 
and which I communicated in my conversation 
with you. Horrid as they are, there are many 
other facts which I can yet present which will 
give a still darker hue to bis reign of lawless- 
ness and terror. Papersinthe desoluted dis- 
trict which tavor the election of Ewing admit, 
in their fullforce, all these charges whicn I 
have preferred against him, and cvery Repre- 
sentative in our State Legislature from the de- 
populated counties gave them their endorse- 
ment, asthey appeared in my reply to Gen. 
Scnofield more than two years ago. Other gen- 
tlemen of bigh standing who were sye witnesses 
of the exodus ofour plunGcered and impover- 
ished people are ready to bear testimony to aH 
and more thanI have stated. From Gen. 
Richard C. Vaugn, of Lexington, who at the 
time held a military command iu a neighbor- 
ing district, 1 now have a letter, from which I 
wuke an extract as follows: 

‘*The order of Gen. Ewing depopulating the 
border counties of Missouri was productive of 
more suffering than all other incidents of the 
war put together. and fell upon aclass of peo- 
ple (the aged and the women and the children) 
who were the least able to encounter the diffi- 
culties of their situation. I have seen hun- 
dreds of these poor people passing through 
this town on foot, and enduring every priva- 
tionand discomtort possible to imagine. In 
many instances they improvised a kind of cart, 
to which they harnessed a single Cow or anox, 
andloadedinto the wretched conveyance aib 
they had. These people, oralarge majority 
ofthem, had been well-to-do farmers, and 
many of them people of wealth and influence. 

was not a witness of any deaths 
among the women, but the late Wov. 
Austin A. King told me that in his county 
many deaths occurred from suffering and ex- 
posure.’’ The General adds, in a postscript: 
‘*T negiected to state in the body ot my letter 
that I read vour letter addressed to Gen. Scho- 
field, and indorse every word of it, knowing it 
to be tiue.’’ 

You cunnot be so obtuse, sir, as not to per- 
ceive,in view of the statements put forth by 
Gen. Ewingin his defense,that such testimony 
places him before you as # convicted liar, us 
welles a‘‘selfish and unscrupulous despot.’’ 
Yet ‘‘iiar’’ and ‘*despot’’ ashe is, you con- 
sider him good enough to be the nominee ot 
the Democratic party for the exalted position 
of Governor of the great State of Ohio.

Davis, Stephens, of 
Georgia, Gen. Lee, and al) others who em- 
braced the Confederate cause under the intlu 
enee of honest convictions, I entertain the 
highest respect, and, had thei convictions 
also been mine, | would have been carneatly 
associated with em 

You remavk that if Ewing’s political opinions 
wets put on for place and power ‘‘he has cer- 
tainly alhed tnem ina State where Democracy 
has not been exactly the road to appoint- 
ment.’’ [have never regarded him as lacking 
brains, however deficient in heart or con- 
science. He doubtless surveyed the 
before him, and, having sense 
enough to perceive that the Republican 
party of Ohio was too shrewd to burthen itself 
with his record while they had men of equal 
ability and far cleaner skirts, he was reduced 
to the necessity of looking in another direc- 
tion. 

He first had himselt put forward asa canai- 
date forthe Democratic nomination for Vice- 
President by the convention which nominated 
Seymour for President. Fortunately for the 
honor of the party, your noble rejative, the 
erreutiy distinguished and lamented Frank 
Blair, wasthere, who, with his characteristic 
promptness, suddenly buried him beneath his 
diabolical order. He now expects to make his 
way to the Gubernatorial chair ot Ohio by 
riding two horses, the wreenback colt and the 
sound currency stailion, trusting that the 
weight which would crush either of them sing- 
ly may be safely borne by both combined. 

Ibave thus, my dear sir, been impelled to 
refer to the ‘-by-gones’’ both of yourself und 
your friend, Gen. Ewing, such as, whether 
you desire it or not, will scarcely be forgotten.
